Hollywood Output 


ROM a long range point of view one of the most im- 

portant questions confronting Hollywood — and vitally 

affecting exhibition and distribution — is the allocation of 

the production dollar. In other words, how best for both 
the particular company—and the industry—can a studio spend 
its over-all production budget? 

Pressures to meet TV competition and to stimulate an in- 
crease in box office attendance have brought about renewed 
interest in the "Big Picture''——big in scope, cast and, naturally, 
budget. Unquestionably up to a point, this is a good trend. 
However, there are a number who argue eloquently (Note for 
example, the views of Mr. Ray Branch reported in the news 
section of last week's issue a the Herald) that the trend 
toward big pictures is inevitably bound up with making a smaller 
number of films. Many cry out for the solume production of 
quality films. These wish an over-all total considerably higher 
than the recent levels maintained by major studios and at least 
approaching the pre-war rate of production that made possible 
the release of about one picture a week. 

Every Big Picture of course takes a !arge chunk of an annual 
production budget. Such films ordinarily are not suitable 
vehicles for building star values. Mr. Branch asks for a return 
to the well known and other promising players in a good num- 
ber of films each year so that stars may regain their old hold 
on the public. 

Hollywood executives and others concerned with basic pro- 
duction policy must work out a prudent compromise of those 
viewpoints. Theoretically, it should be possible to have both 
Big Pictures in reasonable numbers and also sufficient product 
of good quality to meet the needs of exhibitors everywhere. 


again the early demise of the "'B" film. So far as the- 

atres in television areas are concerned, only a few—such 
as grind houses in large metropolitan centers and theatres 
needing low cost attractions for midweek—would seem to have 
place for films of ''B' entertainment quality made on "'B" 
budgets. Of course the budget is no absolute test of quality. 
!f it were, film production would be an exact science, not a 
hazardous creative (and financial) gamble. The ‘'B' film of 
"A" quality is not only a real asset to any schedule but almost 
a necessity in order to compensate for some inevitable ''nervous 
A" films. There will always be several thousand of the theatres 
that will not be directly concerned with TV competition and 
will want ''B' priced pictures, at least for some days of the 
week. 

It would seem that any reports of the death of the ''B" are— 
as Mark Twain once commented on the report of his own 
death—"'exaggerated." 

Related to the matter of Big Pictures vs. quantity-quality 
production is how best to serve segments of the so-called Lost 
Audience, composed in the main of individuals over thirty 
who attend theatres less often than formerly. All of the large 
special segments of the public would seem to be worth reach- 
ing because each, in the aggregate, represents a potential of 
millions of customers. However, pictures addressed at less than

the broadest mass audience must necessarily be produced on 
a budget in keeping with their grossing potential. This means 
there is a place, and probably a growing one, for a film that falls 
between the regular "A"’ budget and the usual ''B'' budget. 

It is probably true that pictures of all categories—Big Pic- 
tures, ''A's,"’ special group films, and ''B's'"—drama, melo- 
drama and Western are needed. The problem then is in what 
ratio should they be made. Here is a matter on which pro- 
duction executives are entitled to receive—and should re- 
ceive—the best counsels of distributors and exhibitors, large 
and small. 

The old industry cry of "Give us more good pictures!" is 
not sufficiently descriptive. Does the industry need for 1952 
and 1953 more Big Pictures, more over-all production, more 
special audience films? 

The clear fact that there is no simple answer to this question 
only emphasizes its challenge. Industry prosperity depends 
largely on how wisely the question is answered. Responsibility 
for insuring that the right answer prevails rests not on a few 
men in Hollywood but on all who have a stake in the welfare 
of the industry. 


@ it is constructive to see the newsreels again fighting back 
against industry apathy. Paramount Newsreel has distributed 
an attractive and hard hitting booklet prepared by Mr. Oscar 
A. Morgan, short subjects and newsreel sales manager, en- 
titled "The Truth About Newsreels,'' which argues the case for 
newsreels in general and Paramount in particular. It is reported 
that a recent survey found that 83 per cent of the movie-gcing 
public prefers to attend the theatre that shows newsreels. The 
assertion that TV competition has killed interest in newsreels 
is squarely met by pointing up the facts that there are millions 
of homes without TV, that often news breaks on TV when viewers 
are not at home or do not have the receiver turned on, and 
that many important sports events are not carried on TV.

Grainger Quits Shea

Ruling Finds 
For Theatre 


The Milwaukee Towne anti-trust case 
was ended this week by the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s refusai to intercede in a verdict by 
the Seventh Circuit Court of Appeals 
awarding $941,574 in damage plus $75,000 
in attorney's fees to the exhibition company. 

Milwaukee Towne had appealed to the 
high court against a ruling by the Court of 
\ppeals which reduced the original award 
of $1,295,876 in damages and $225,000 coun- 
sel fees by the District Court. The distribu- 
tors cross-appealed that even the Circuit 
Court went too far; that the computations 
used to fix awards were “fantastically un- 
real”; and that as of October 1 last, some 
145 private anti-trust suits involving claims 
tor more than $330,000,000 were pending 
iwainst the companies, 

However, the Supreme Court turned down 
both appeals and the ruling of the Appeals 
Court now stands. The case involved an 
alleged conspiracy to monopolize first. run 
features in Milwaukee. The company sued 
Loew's, Paramount, RKO, Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox, Columbia and three Warner dis- 
tributing companies, claiming it had been 
demed first run product. 

Last week, in reply to a Milwaukee 
Towne statement, the distributors told the 
Supreme Court that that the exhibitor and 
his attorney, Thomas McConnell, were 
guilty of “sophistry and deceit.” 

On the matter of cross-licensing, the 
Circuit Court eliminated the ban imposed by 
the District Court. By the Supreme Court’s 
refusal to intercede in the case, the cross 
licensing ban imposed by the lower court 
is now in effect. 


Supreme Court Again Rejects 
Sutphen Estates Appeal 


Sutphen Estates, Inc., property-owner of 
the estate on which the former Strand and 
now the Warner theatre on Broadway in 
New York is located, cannot intervene in the 
consent decree anti-trust settlement with the 
Government. This is the decision of the 
Supreme Court which this week refused to 
reconsider an earlier ruling rejecting Sut 
phen as an intervenor. Sutphen’s plea was 
that the long term lease should be guar- 
anteed by both new companies resulting 
from the Warner divorcement, rather than 
just the new theatre company. However, 
the New York Statutory Court refused in- 
tervention, and the Supreme Court backed 
up the lower court.

Arbitration

The Allied States Association stand on a 
number of controversial arbitration points 
was reaffirmed this week when Abram F. 
Myers, Allied board chairman and general 
counsel, rejected a proposal for an over-all 
exhibitor congress on arbitration, and said 
that his organization’s arbitration plan 
would “very definitely and positively” in- 
clude provision for settling competitive bid- 
ding complaints. 

Thus Mr. Myers threw cold water on any 
hopes that Allied, like Theatre Owners of 
America, might be ready to sit down with 
other exhibitor organizations to discuss ar- 
bitration, before the Allied plan is submitted 
to the distributors. The proposal for a con- 
gress had come from Rotus Harvey, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Coast Conference of 
Independent Theatre Owners. 

The Allied intention, as restated by Mr. 
Myers, 1s to approach the distributors with 
the Allied plan. After it had been approved 
by the Allied Arbitration Committee and 
board of directors, the latter meeting in 
Washington February 5 and 6. “The board 
will have to pass on it before it goes to the 
distributors. It’s too ticklish to send out 
just on the committee’s review,” he said. 

Mr. Harvey had suggested that the exhib- 
itor arbitration meeting take place at the 
time of the Council of Motion Picture Or- 
ganizations board meeting in New York 
February 14 and 15. But Mr. Myers said it 
was not up to Allied to agree to an over-all 
meeting. “If the distributors don’t want ar- 
bitration, that will be the end of it. If they 
want it, I suppose they would summon a 
general industry conference. I certainly 
don’t think it’s for Theatre Owners of 
America or Allied or any exhibitor group 
to call such a meeting,” he said 

On Allied determination to have the bid- 
ding provision included in any arbitration 
plan, Mr. Myers said he “hoped” this would 
not kill all arbitration possibilities. “Allied 
certainly does not plan to arbitrate only the 
issues the distributors want arbitrated,” he 
said, adding that the Allied convention reso- 
lution on arbitration specifically listed bid- 
ding as one of the items to be included in 
the plan. 

Meanwhile, Ray Feeley, executive secre- 
tary of Independent Exhibitors, Inc., of 
New England, called a special directors 
meeting for this week on arbitration.

Academy Cannot Waive

the Academy is not authorized to waive and 
which film presidents have not 
seen fit to waive for this purpose up to now.

Whether TNT officials or others have ap- 
proached these presidents, and if so with 
what result, is not known here.

Call for Rotating Plan 


Che cooperative advertising proposals call 
for a rotating plan in which each of the 
companies would pay tor their big ad during 
the month it is used. Additionally, the 
COMPO plan is to have each company ad 
vertise its product, and the over-all scheme 
would be continued over a few months. The 
last COMPO advertising project had pro 
duct from all companies listed in the ads 
which broke almost simultaneously in papers 
across the country 

However, according to COMPO, there is 
some difference of opinion on how the com 
panies should participate in the advertising

campaign, although there is general support 
as to the kind of industry message the ads 
should carry. For this reason, the matter 
will be studied further by the MPAA ad- 
vertising committee headed by Charles Si- 
monelli of Universal. 

The star tours will run over several 
weeks rather than being compressed in a 
week or so as was the case last fall. The 
COMPO report also analyzes seven specific 
public relations problems : the belief that

Company Heads to Hold 
Discussions in Miami 


Top-level policy to be followed in negotia- 
tion of a new basic studio contract with 
James C. Petrillo, president of the American 
Federation of Musicians, will be high on the 
list of topics to be discussed when top com- 
pany executives meet in Miami next week. 
Company presidents and studio executives 
are expected to be on hand for the confer- 
ences and the subsequent talks with Mr. 
Petrillo, The two-year contract held by the 
musicians’ union with the studio’s is due to 
expire August 31 but was extended before 
that date to January 15. Growing company 
interest in television, and Mr. Petrillo’s own 
demands in that connection, are expected to 
dominate the sessions. There have been no 
indications of film company proposals. 


Columbia to 


Pay Stock 
Dividend 


Columbia Pictures has applied to the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission for the 
registration of 17,611 additional shares of 
common stock. Of this total, 16,395 are to 
go to stockholders in payment of a 2% per 
cent stock dividend on the common, and the 
remaining 1,216 are to be added to the pres- 
ent reserve of 48,675 shares of common 
against warrants and options held by exec- 
utives. 

Under a loan agreement which Columbia 
has with four banks, the company has agreed 
not to pay any dividends other than its own 
stock, including split-ups, or make any dis- 
bursements other than its own stock to its 
stockholders. Preferred stock dividends are 
excepted and can be issued at a rate not 
exceeding $318,750 per annum from June, 
1950. 

Of the new common shares to be issued 
as dividends, 16,359 will be capitalized at a 
sum representing stated value which is 
higher than the average reasonable market 
value thereof over the period from Oct. 1, 
1950, to Oct. 13, 1951, after giving effect 
to such dividend, according to the report by 
the company. 

The common capital stock account also 
will be increased by the transfer from the 
earned surplus account of the company of 
the sum of $262,071. 

The 36 shares representing the difference 
between the 16,395 dividend total and the 
number of shares to be so capitalized will 
be added to the 1,477 shares now held by 
the company 


Disney Reports $429,840 
Net Profit for Year 


LOS ANGELES: Consolidated net profit of 
Walt Disney Productions in the fiscal year 
ended September 29, 1950, was $429,840, equal 
after preferred dividends to 65 cents a share 
on the 652,840 common shares outstanding, 
Roy O. Disney, president, said this week in 
his annual report to shareholders. This com- 
pared with a profit of $717,542, equal to 
$1.06 a common share in the preceding year 
of 1950. 

Gross income for the 1951 fiscal year 
amounted to $6,287,539, compared with 
$7,293,849 the year before. Mr. Disney ex- 
plained that the 1951 gross reflects only 
slightly the returns from the company’s high- 
est cost feature, “Alice in Wonderland,” re- 
leased in July, since first cash returns were 
received only one week before the fiscal year 
ended. In the preceding year, gross income 
benefited heavily from receipts of ‘‘Cinder- 
ella,” released in February, 1950, which did 
excellent business throughout the world. 

The company redeemed all of its outstand- 
ing preferred stock on January 1, 1951, at 
the redemption price of $25 per share, plus 
accrued dividends.

Eady Plan Is 
Working. But 
Below Par 


Britain’s Eady tax plan is operating suc- 
cessfully but original expectations, 
Fayette W. Allport, European manager of 
the Motion Picture Association of America, 
said in New York this week. Mr. Allport, 
whose headquarters are in London, plans to 
return there at the end of the month 

Mr. Allport said the British had expected 
the Eady plan to yield slightly more than 
£3,000,000 and that this goal was not likely 
to be reached. He acknowledged that Amer- 
ican production activity in Britain was at a 
low point at present, but added that this was 
a slack period intervening between 
considerable production and pictures cur- 
rently in the planning stages. He estimated 
this year’s level would be approximately the

same as last year’s and emphasized that the 
companies were intent on sustaining produc- 
tion in Britain, 

Regarding co-production activity, encour- 
aged through the bonus arrangement in the 
British-American film remittance agreement, 
Mr. Allport said it was disappointing. Be- 
cause accurate figures on British attendance 
are not yet in hand, he declared himself un- 
able to estimate final Eady plan earnings of 
the American companies. Under the remit- 
tance agreement, the American firms are 
guaranteed $4,000,000, but good attendance 
could bring the total up to a maximum of 
$6,000,000. 

Mr. Allport said the British trade’s first 
television trailer, running in excess of 40 
minutes, would be shown over the BBC TV 
stations January 17.

HERALD POLL 


The voice of the critics gave way to the 
more realistic dictates of the box office 
during the past week as newspapers, mag- 
azines and radio stations all over the U.S. 
and in Britain published the results of 
Motion Picture Herald's annual Money- 
Makers poll for Fame. 

This year, the survey among the nation's 
exhibitors got unprecedented attention by 
the press, with practically all of the im- 
portant papers and magazines carrying 
stories. 

In Britain, response to the poll was 
equally lively and there was considerable 
comment on the divergence in opinion 
between the critics and the men one notch 
closer to the public—the theatre men. All 
dailies and evening editions printed full 
details of the Top Ten selections, giving 
special emphasis to the British lineup which 


this year showed Alec Guinness ahead of 
Anna Neagle in the voting. 

In New York, the influential New York 
Times carried the poll results twice, once 
in its regular Hollywood movie column and 
again in the coast roundup in the Sunday 
drama section. More than half of the daily 
column was devoted to a detailed account- 
ing of money-making stars and their re- 
spective positions. 

The New York Herald Tribune high- 
lighted the fact that John Wayne had won 
the exhibitors’ accolade for the second 
year in a row. The paper ran a lengthy 
story in its Sunday } ai pages, accom- 


panied by a picture of the winner. 

The New York Post, as did many other 
papers, carried a feature article based on 
the poll and written by Virginia MacPherson 
of the United Press in Hollywood. The poll

also went out over the Associated Press 
wire. 

Time Magazine, in its issue of Janu- 
ary 7, devoted the better part of its 
Cinema section to the Herald winners, 
underscoring the idea that the paying cus- 
tomers tend to disagree with the critics. 

Additionally, the list of Money-Makers 
was given prominence with an elaborate 
and effective spread in Look Magazine, 
featuring pictures of the winners. The poll 
results also appeared in the widely-circu- 
lated Quick Magazine. 

In Britain, the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration carried the Herald findings in 
all of its national and overseas news bul- 
letins. There was much acclaim for both 
Guinness and Miss Neagle and appropri- 
ate recognition for Miss Neagle's five years 
as Britain's biggest money-making actress.

BUT NOT WITHOUT PAINS

Television is spreading across the globe 
at a rapid pace, with Latin America par- 
ticularly active in the planning and construc- 
tion of TV stations. 

Most countries are dependent on the 
United States to a large extent for trans- 
mitter equipment and receiving sets. Since 
the former usually is purchased by a Gov- 
ernment, it represetits no problem. The var- 
ious nations are not anxious, however, to 
spend hard-to-come-by dollars for receivers 
which then must be sold at a correspondingly 
high price to the public. 


Seek to Have U. S. Companies 
Assemble Sets Abroad 


As a result, a number of countries have 
one and even two television transmitters in 
operation, but the effect of TV and its gen- 
eral impact are negligible due to the lack of 
sets in the hands of the public. There has 
lately developed a movement to force Amer- 
ican companies to assemble sets at key 
points abroad, a policy which provides em- 
ployment at the local level and makes re- 
ceiving units available on the spot. 

While television abroad generally is oper- 
ated under the aegis of a government agency, 
there are some exceptions, such as Mexico, 
for instance, and Brazil. In Europe, where 
there is hardly any private radio, television is 
following the same pattern almost exclusive- 
ly and there are no indications of private 
interests making a bid for control. 

With the number of television stations on 
the air in the world already impressive, 
announced plans promise considerable cover- 
age and the eventual establishment of huge 
networks that may span entire continents as 
is the case now in the U. S. Talks have 
already been initiated for a cross-Channel 
link between French and British television; 
there is a strong possibility for network 
television that will take in stations from 
Canada to Mexico and Cuba, and Argentina 
is said to be thinking in terms of an am- 
bitious Latin American circuit. 


Different Standards One 
Of Chief Difficulties 


One of the difficulties facing the develop- 
ment of international television has been the 
adoption of different standards for various 
parts of the world. The U. S. operates on 
525-line, 60-cycle standard. Most of the other 
countries have settled on a 625-line, 50-cycle 
type of transmission which can be picked up 
by American receiving instruments. 

Britain, which also exports television 
equipment, has in effect a different standard 
and some of the Commonwealth nations are 
likely to follow her lead. France, the only 
other exception, operates on 819 lines. 

After the United States, television has 
its most significant advances in 


marked 
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Britain, where the country’s third TV trans- 
mitter, at Holme Moss near Huddersfield, 


opened recently. The country’s receiver 
total has just passed the 1,000,000 mark and 
continues to grow steadily, impeded by the 
armament program, which is also holding up 
construction of other planned transmitters. 
Besides the three stations now on the air, it 
was planned to open five low-powered re- 
gional stations by 1954. 

By an odd quirk, the country closest to the 
United States in installed is Canada, 
which has no television service as yet. Sta- 
tions are currently in construction at Mont- 
real and Toronto and should go on the air by 
the middle of next year. About 1,500,000 
receivers already have been purchased by 
Canadians living on the U. S. border and 
able to pick up American TV signals

Nine Stations Active 
In Latin America 

In Latin America, where Mexico, Brazil 
and Cuba each have more than one station 
on the air and several more on order, there 
are altogether nine stations active and be- 
tween 20. to 30 more in the planning stages. 
Only a few nations there have not inves- 
tigated the possibilities of TV. 

Mexico currently has three TV stations 
on the air. Romulo O’Farrill, operator of 
XHTV in Mexico City and XELD-TV in 
Matamoros, on the Texas border, recently 
announced plans for an 18-station network 
extending from the U. S. border to Mexico 
City. Emilio Azcarraga, who runs a TV 
station in Mexico City, also has ambitious 
network plans. The Matamoros station, 
affiliated with both CBS and ABC, broad- 
casts in both English and Spanish to resi- 
dents of the Rio Grande Valley on both sides 
of the border. 

Elsewhere in Latin America, Argentina 
has just opened a new television station, 


described as the most powerful in the hemis- 
phere. Only few sets are available to the 
public, 

Brazil has ambitious television plans too. 
There is one station on the air in Rio de 
Janeiro, its transmitter located high up on 
Sugarloaf Mountain. And there are two 
stations operating at Sao Paulo. The Emis- 
soras Unidas network recently purchased 
three complete TV transmitters and a micro- 
wave link from General Electric at a cost ot 
$2,100,000. Rio and Sao Paulo will be 
linked into a network through a relay. 


Cuba Closest to TV 
Complete Saturation 

Of all the countries in this hemisphere, 
litle Cuba comes closest to the ultimate goal 
of complete TV saturation. Two stations are 
already operating on that small island and 
six more are planned. This same condition 
holds true too for Japan, which has current 
ly only one experimental station in opera 
tino, but has announced plans for a large 
commercial TV network patterned. strictly 
after the American example and aimed at 
reaching 80,000,000 people. The central 
studios of the Nippon Television National 
Network will be located at Tokyo. 

Other Latin American nations with TV 
equipment on order are Colombia, the Domi- 
nican Republic, Puerto Rico and Venezuela. 

In Europe, France has two TV stations— 
Paris and the other at Lille—but 
there are no more than about 40,000 sets. 
Germany has just inaugurated TV service 
stations are on the air in

Experimental 
Spain, where two more are contemplated ; 
Denmark, which is on the air on a regular 
basis; Czechoslovakia, Sweden and Switzer- 


land; Italy with two low-powered stations 

operating, and Holland with two 
Elsewhere, Australia has been talking 

about television and so has South Africa. 


Russia has three stations but comparatively 
few sets and three stations are planned for 
North Africa. Thailand too has indicated 
interest in TV service. 


Only U.S. Has Workable 
Color Video System 


Except for the United States, none of 
these countries has come up with a workable 
color television system. Recent demonstra- 
tions of the RCA and CBS color-TV_ meth- 
ods in Europe greatly impressed viewers 
France has shown a color video system, but 
it lacked quality. 

Belgium has just announced that it is 
finally ready to inaugurate television service 
Here, as in a few other countries, there is 
conflict between the Government and private 
enterprise, with each claiming the right to 
run the TV operations. In Belgium, the Na- 
tional Radio Institute, which is Government- 
subsidized, will be in charge of video broad- 
casting.

John I. King 
Dies at 77 


John H. King, who opened America’s 
second motion picture house in Detroit in 
1906 and became one of the nation’s leading 
theatre owners, died at his winter home in 
Encino, Calif., January 3 at the age of 77 

Mr. King was born John H. Kunsky in 
Detroit but changed his name to King in 
1936. His first theatre, the Casino, was the 
beginning of what soon grew into one of 
the largest independent circuits. He followed 
the Casino with the Star, Detroit; the Royal, 
Monroe, Mich., and the Farmer, Detroit's 
first 10-cent theatre. He also was respon- 
sible for the first Detroit showing of a mul- 
tiple-reel feature—Saral Bernhardt in 
“Queen Elizabeth”—and is generally cred- 


ited with the collapse of social prejudice 
against motion pictures with the screening at 
his Liberty theatre of Mary Pickford’s long 
pictures. 

By 1917 Mr. King was running a string 
of first run houses in Detroit that included 
the 1,348-seat Washington, Liberty, Garden, 
Strand, Columbia, and the new Madison, 
which was rated the finest theatre outside of 
New York. Gradually he became a film dis- 
tribution power and through the vears 
fought a spectacular theatrical war during 
which some Kunsky stock was sold to Bala- 
ban & Katz of Chicago. The truce made 
possible the State theatre in 1925 and the 
enormous Michigan in 1926. 

In 1929 his circuit took over the United 
Artists in Detroit and later the same year 
merged with Publix Theatres, Inc., making 
him and his attorney, George W. Trendle, 
large stockholders in Paramount Famous- 
Lasky Corporation. He and Mr. Trendle aiso 
were partners in a Detroit radio station, 
WXYZ and launched the Michigan radio 
network with the acquisition of WOOD in 
Grand Rapids. In 1938 Mr, King established 
and directed until his death the King’s Gate- 
way Hotel and the Gateway Inn on the 
Michigan-Wisconsin border. 


James Rank, Brother of 
British Film Leader 


James V. Rank, 69, flour miller, race 
horse owner and elder brother of J. Arthur 
Rank, British film leader, died January 3 in 
a London nursing home where he had been 
ill with gastric influenza. Britain’s No. 1 
wheat buver, Mr. Rank had been director 
of the imported cereals division of the Wheat 
Ministry since 1938, but was best known 
in Britain for his race horses, coursing 
dogs and extensive breeding interests in 
England and Ireland. 


Jack Barnstyn 

Jack Barnstyn, 69, pioneer film exporter, 
died in New York January 4. For most of 
his years in the industry, Mr. Barnstyn was 
head of British and Continental Trading 
Company, of which he was the founder, and 
was last associated with the Cinema Export 
Corp.

Merchandisers Are Also Good Showmen 


ACY’S, in New York, ran an in- 
teresting public relations advertise- 
ment in all the metropolitan news- 
papers on New Year's Day. It was a full- 
page picture of little Miss Ann Macy Hert- 
rich, born in Macy’s store on December 11. 

Things like that do happen, and Macy’s 
took full advantage of the publicity benefit, 
using the baby picture as many others might, 
to typify the New Year, but with a stronger, 
more personal and more permanent interest. 
Lots of people will remember the little girl 
that was named for Macy’s. 

We suspect that Ann Macy Hertrich is 
very lucky to have acquired such “public 
relations” quite by accident. The luck will 
stick, and she'll be lucky long years from 
now, on a substantial basis. You may recall 
that the Variety Clubs were founded on 
much the same sort of accident, the discov- 
ery of a foundling in a Pittsburgh theatre 
by a group of showmen. 

What we particularly want to point out 
is that Macy’s, like most department stores, 
buy their advertising space on yearly con- 
tract, a large round number of pages based 
on annual business, and it costs something 
like 3% of Macy’s gross sales, the year 
around. When it comes to a public rela- 
tions gesture, they have the space, all paid 
for, waiting for the inspiration of their pro- 
fessional advertising genius. 

How much better it would be if more the- 
atres planned their advertising budget on 
an annual basis, and bought it, by the year, 
on contract, so they would have this com- 
fortable margin of paid space, always there 
to fall back on, and to spend, like a dividend. 
Your newspaper man will tell you to save 
money that way. 

A majority of theatres buy newspaper 
space day by day, holding down to a mini- 
mum allowance, thus losing the overall bene- 
fit of space purchased for a flat percentage 
of annual gross. Space rates are less when 
bought on contract, and newspapers have a 
better feeling about theatre advertising. 
They know where they stand, and they 
credit you with being a better business man. 
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NEW OPENINGS 


In these days of Army surpluses and 
government give-aways around the world, 
we have been fortunate in finding a ware- 
house full of surplus holes which we bought 
at a bargain price. We have carloads of 
them, and cheap enough so we can include 
three to every page of the Round Table, 
from now on. 

As you may have read in the papers, a 
Congressman discovered that the Army 
was sewing six suspender buttons on every 
pair of Army pants, but since soldiers are 
not permitted to wear suspenders—only a 
belt is allowed—we were fortunately able 
to acquire the 12,000,000 holes that would 
logically accompany these suspender but- 
tons, if used. It takes some doing, to round 
the corners and reduce these to proper 
size, but we've managed to do it, so don't 
ask us how it was done.

set of figures for business purposes. 

Theatres need to have a verified set of 
figures to represent cost of operation, set 
down in a formula that will contain all the 
basic items for consideration by distributors 
and others in a business deal. The figures 
wouldn’t change much from year to year, 
and the cost of doing it once properly would 
save a lot of grief.

Qg TWO Grand Award plaques will be 
awarded annually to the two theatre 
managers or theatre publicity men whose 
exploitation and promotion campaigns are 
adjudged best throughout the year, one in 
smaller stiuations, where the manager is 
“on his own'"—the other in larger cities, 
where there may be circuit cooperation. 


Every three months a committee of 
judges will appraise the campaigns sub- 
mitted by contestants during the preced- 
ing quarter period and select two show- 
men to receive the Quarterly Awards for 
outstanding achievement. The next seven 
best will receive Scrolls of Honor. Cita- 
tions of Merit will be awarded to forty 
theatre men whose work is outstanding.

Consistency of effort is of paramount 
importance. Single submissions are less 
likely to win awards, which are made on 
the premise of sustained effort, but these 
may have news value in the Round Table. 


No fancy entries are necessary. Costly 
and time-wasting ‘gingerbread’ decora- 
tion are not encouraged. 


In addition to exploitation on feature 
pictures, entries may be made on short 
subjects, serials, stage shows, or institu- 
tional and civic promotions. 


Evidence proving authenticity of each 
entry should be submitted, such as photos, 
tear sheets, programs, haralds, etc. 


The Round Table cannot undertake to 
prepare campaign books for submission to 
the judges from material sent in without 
assembly at the source. 


The Quigley Awards make no distinc- 
tion for size of theatre or community except 
the two classifications above. The judges 
make full allowance for individual show- 
manship displayed by comparing budgets, 
newspaper facilities and assistance from 
distributing companies. 


In addition to the awards mentioned, 
special Certificates of Merit will be 
awarded quarterly and annually to show- 
men from outside the United States and 
Canada.

Still smitten by his wife’s charm 
after all these years, Grant can do nothing to 
curb her generous nature, which permits stray 
humans and animals to find haven in the already 
crowded house Thus, when 13-year-old Iris 
Mann—an unwanted child of divorced parents 
arrives for a two-week stay, the parents and 
children through understanding and proper han 
dling gradually win her away from moods of 
distrust and sullenness, and she becomes a per- 
manent member of the family 

Grant is determined to have nothing more to 
do with playing godfather to “disturbed” juve- 
niles, but inevitably his wife informs him on the 
eve of the family vacation, that she has offered 
a haven to a cripple with braces on his legs, 
who is regarded by the authorities as vicious 
and mean. Naturally, the parents and .other 
children meet this challenge, gradually win the 
boy over, and in a final sequence done with 
feeling and taste, the boy receives the highest 
award possible as a Boy Scout 

The settings and acting are so completely true 
to life that one of the attractions for audiences 
will surely be the way in which they will project 
themselves into the ebb and flow of a normal, 
middle-class happy American family life. 

Some of the sequences are packed with spar- 
kling dialogue, as only Grant can deliver it. 
But the youngsters, and Miss Drake as the 
mother, form an integral part of the proceedings 
and they are given plenty of opportunity for 
some fine acting and polished delivery of a 
crackling script 

Outstanding among the children are Iris 
Mann, George Winslow, Clifford Tatum, Jr., 
Gay Gordon, Malcolm Cassell and Larry Olsen 
Miss Drake complements Grant perfectly and 
the supporting roles are also in good hands.
